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Cases of yellow fever in Dewitt County. 
San Antonio, TeEx., October 27, 1903. 

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that, as stated in my telegram 
of yesterday, the yellow fever seen by Doctor Tabor and myself in 
Dewitt County, near Cuero, can be quite certainly traced to Laredo, 

The house in which these cases have all occurred is located on a ranch 
about 11 miles north of Cuero and the railroad, nearly 2 miles from 
any other habitation, and about the same distance from the public 
road, 

On September 21 a Mr. A., who had been employed in Laredo, left 
that place for Cuero, going directly to the house in question and 
arriving there about September 25. It will be recalled that the former 
date is only a day or so in advance of the official declaration of the 
fever at Laredo. 

On September 25 Mr. A. was taken sick. He was not seen by any 
physician, but was prescribed for over the telephone, his case being 
diagnosticated, from the symptoms given, as dengue fever. He made 
an uneventful recovery and left the ranch soon after. 

On October 13, or eighteen days after Mr. A’s. being taken sick, 
Mrs. B. became ill. She was seen and treated by a physician, her case 
being at first considered a severe one of dengue. 

On October 16 Mr. B. was taken with the same disease. His case 
from the first excited the suspicion of the attending physician, and 
during the course of the disease not a symptom of yellow fever was 
wanting. He died with black vomit and suppression of urine on the 
morning of October 26. 

During the night of October 25 Mrs. C. was taken sick with the same 
symptoms that had characterized the other three cases. 

Doctor Tabor and myself arrived on the ranch the afternoon of the 
26th. Mrs. B. was considered by us both and by the attending physi- 
cian, Doctor Reuss, as convalescing from yellow fever, and Fa C. 
the first day of the disease. 

Several stegomyize were seen in the house, one in particular being 
caught in Mrs. B.’s sick room. 

A necropsy was held on the body of Mr. B. about eight hours after 
death. The appearance of the cadaver and the necropsic findings were 
absolutely typical and conclusive. 

These cases, I think, isolated as they were on this ranch, present a 
very conclusive example of the period of extrinsic incubation of the 
disease, and for that reason I have reported them in detail.

Inspection at Tlouston and Beaumont, October 24-27, 1903, by Dr. C. L. 
Tlorton, medical inspector. 


New Orveans, October 27, 1903. 

Dear Doctor: As requested by you, I left on the 9 o’clock train 
Saturday night, October 24, for Houston, Tex., thence to Beaumont to 
ascertain if the health authorities there were requiring passengers from 
western Texas to swear that they have not been within the last five 
days in any place infected with yellow fever. 

I arrived at Houston about 10 o’clock Sunday morning. I at once 
proceeded to the office of the city health officer, Doctor Brumby. 
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Doctor Brumby told me that Houston had a rigid quarantine against 
all infected points and that he and the county health officer, Dr. J. E. 
Hamilton, were working together to keep yellow fever out of Houston 
and Harris County, and that they had guards stationed at the different 
points on the county line where the railroads entered from the north, 
south, and west. 

We arranged a conference with Doctor Hamilton for 3 o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon. At the conference were Doctor Brumby, Doctor Ham- 
ilton, Dr. O. L. Norsworthy, a member of the Houston board of health, 
and myself. I told the gentlemen the object of my visit and asked them 
to show me their method of quarantine against infected points. 

They told me they had a detention camp just out of the city limits 
at a place called Blodgett, where they placed some passengers from 
San Antonio on the 21st of October, the first day they heard yellow 
fever was in San Antonio and before they had time to place guards at 
the county-line stations. 

I had already visited Blodgett with Doctor Norsworthy and saw the 
detention camp was properly isolated and guarded. 

Doctor Hamilton then explained to me that as soon as possible after 
quarantine was declared against San Antonio he placed quarantine guards 
at the following stations on the county line, who inspected all trains 
from the west and required each passenger to swear that he or she had 
not been within the past seven days in San Antonio or any point sup- 
posed to be infected with yellow fever, and the passenger was to sign 
under oath the form of certificate herewith attached. 

The following are the county-line stations where guards are stationed 
and the names of the railroads passing those stations: Missouri City, 
on the Southern Pacific; Clodine, on the Aransas Pass; Katy, on the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas; Hockley, on Houston and Texas Central 
and Austin branch; Spring, on the International and Great Northern; 
Humble, on Houston, East and West Texas. 

At each of these places on the county line there is a detention camp, 
and all passengers who refuse to swear they have not been in an 
infected plice or refuse to sign the certificate are placed in the deten- 
tion camp and detained for six days. 

No train is allowed to enter Houston unless it has an O. K. order 
from the quarantine guards at the county line. As an additional pre- 
caution Doctor Hamilton has six quarantine guards at Rosenberg, in 
Fort Bend (the adjoining) County, where the Southern Pacitic, Santa Fe 
and New York, and Texas and Mexican railroads cross. 

These guards meet all trains from the west and go through them 
and swear each passenger separately, and then give the conductor an 
O. K. order on to the county line, where the train is again stopped 
and reinspected, unless the conductor has a certificate of inspection 
from the guards at Rosenberg. 

I told Doctor Hamilton I would like to go to some of the county-line 
stations and see his guards inspect a train, and he told me to select 
any place I wished to visit. I chose Missouri City and Rosenberg, 
they being the most important points, being on the railroads direct 
from San Antonio. The Southern Pacific Railroad furnished us with 
a private car and Doctor Hamilton, Doctor Norsworthy, and myself 
left at 5 o'clock for Missouri City, thence to Rosenberg. 

We arrived at Missouri City shortly before the through Southern 
Pacific train from the west. We waited there for the through train 
and I saw the guard flag the train and make the conductor » she his 
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certificate of inspection at Rosenberg before permitting the train to 
proceed to Houston. 

| We then went on to Rosenberg, where we remained about two hours, 
during which time a train on the Santa Fe Railroad came in from the 
west, and I saw the guard there make an inspection of the train. 

Missouri City isabout 19 miles from Houston, and Rosenberg about 
34 miles. 

Freight trains are stopped at the various quarantine stations only to 
look out for tramps. 

I expressed my satisfaction to Doctor Hamilton with his system of 
quarantine, and after telegraphing you we returned to Houston, where 
we arrived between 11 and 12 o’elock p.m. 

I received your telegram Sunday night telling me to go on to Beau- 
mont. I left Houston for Beaumont at 9.20 o’clock Monday morning 
and arrived at Beaumont between | and 2 o’clock. Just as we reached 
the city limits of Beaumont the train was stopped, and a quarantine 
guard and a notary public came through the train, and the notary, on 
reaching the middle of each car, would stop and ask if anyone in the 
car had been to Laredo, San Antonio, or any other place infected with 
vellow fever within the last five days. The notary would then ask 
everyone in the car to hold up their right hands and swear they had 
not been within the last five days in any place infected with yellow 
fever. 

I met Dr. J. A. Gibson, the health officer at Beaumont, and asked 
him if he required passengers from the west to swear they had not 
been in an infected district within the last five days. He told me he 
did and that he had instructed his guards to swear each passenger 
| separately. 

he Beaumont inspection is very poor. No one is questioned indi- 
vidually unless he should happen to be asleep when the notary swears 
the car; if so, he is aroused and sworn individually. They are simply 
required to give a verbal oath, and no certificate of any kind is 
required, 

1 told Doctor Gibson how the guards swore the train I came on from 
Houston, and he said he would correct it. 

The passengers on the through train from Texas last night were 
sworn in the same manner ss they were during the day. 

I think we are amply protected by the quarantine at Houston, as no 
; maassenger is allowed to pass through Houston if he has been in an 
infected place in the last seven days. 

I told Doctor Brumby about my hearing that a woman came into Hous- 
ton from San Antonio last Thursday night over the Houston and Texas 
Central Railroad, and he explained that fact by saying the quarantine 
was established so hurriedly that they had to take anybody as a guard, 
and the guards on the Houston and Texas Central were careless in their 
work. He discharged the guard for allowing the passenger to get 
into Houston, and has reliable men at all points now. The woman has 
been watched and has reniained perfectly well. 

I left Beaumont for New Orleans last night between L0 and 11 o'clock 
and arrived this morning about o'clock.

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended October 10 was some- 
what higher than in the two preceding weeks, amounting, calculated 
on the year, to 14.4 per thousand of the inhabitants, thus being, how- 
ever, considerably lower than the rate for the corresponding week ot 
last year, in which it amounted to 15.7 per thousand.

The population of Berlin proper on the Ist of January, 1903, was 
1,926,632. This does not, however, include the population of the 
large suburban cities of Charlottenburg, Schéneberg, Wilmersdorf, 
etc., which are in reality part of the city, inasmuch as the whole 
space is solidly built, so that it is impossible to notice from the char- 
acter of the buildings when one passes from Berlin into either of these 
suburbs. Including the population of these suburban districts, which 
belong properly to the city, the population of Berlin is about 2,468,000, 

Of the large German towns only 7 showed somewhat more favorable 
figures than Berlin, viz, Frankfurt-am-Main, Cassel, Hanover, Elber- 
feld, Bremen, Schéneberg, with 9.7, and Charlottenburg, with 9 - 
thousand. The following cities, among others, had a considerably 
higher death rate than Berlin, namely, Hamburg, Dresden, Stuttgart, 
Karlsruhe, Brunswick, Munich, Nuremberg, Strassburg, Cologne, 
Leipzig, Breslau, as well as London, Paris, and Vienna. Since the 
foregoing week the increase in the number of deaths was almost 
exclusively confined to the children in the first vear of life, hardly 
any difference being noticeable in the higher-age classes. The death 
rate among infants rose to 4.7 per vear and mille, which rate, how- 
ever, was only half that of Munich and Nuremberg. Among the 
causes of death acute intestinal diseases predominated, claiming 79 
victims; 24 infants succumbed to cholerine;: acute diseases of the 
respiratory organs caused 38 deaths: phthisis pulmonalis claimed 65 
victims, and 28 persons died of cancer. There were also registered 7 
deaths from scarlet fever, 5 deaths from measles, 4 deaths from diph- 
theria, and 4 deaths from typhus. Four persons died by violence. 


Mortality and its CUOUSES in re PuIAh citie a Sor th. last tire nty-fre ve 7's, 


Consul-General Guenther reports, October 13, 1903, from Frankfort 
on the Main as follows: 

The latest volume of the statistics of the German Empire contains a 
report with reference to the causes of mortality in German cities of 
more than 15,000 inhabitants for the period from 1877 to 1901, 

These cities had a population of 7.3 millions in L877 and 17.5 mil- 
lions in 1891. 

The total mortality per year during the five years from 1877 to L881 
for every 100,000 inhabitants was 2.673 against 2,046 in the five years 
from L897 to LYOL. 

This great decrease of mortality is a result of progress in many 
respects. Medicine, legislation and government, sewerage, waterworks, 
sprinkling of streets, removal of garbage, more light and air through 
wider streets and parks, public bathing establishments, and play grounds 
for children have improved the sanitary conditions in general, while 
the progress in medicine and chemistry, the antiseptic and aseptic 
treatment of wounds, the prevention of the spread of infectious and 
contagious diseases r thal disinfection, the serum of Behring, and the 
larger number of physicians and nurses in hospitals and sanatoriums 
have increased the chances of recovery and given better protection 
against infection. 

The more stringent laws for the protection and health of working 
people and the inspection of nutriments have also contributed to the 
general result. 

The steady decrease in the number of suicides is also noteworthy. 
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From 1877 to 1881 the number of suicides was 31 for 100,000 inhab- 
itants; from 1897 to 1901, only 24.5. 

It is to be surmised that the decrease in suicides is in consequence of 
better conditions for making a living, increased wealth, and better 
nutrition. 

The statistics, however, of death from acute intestinal diseases, 
inclusive of cholera infantum, are very unsatisfactory. Of such dis- 
eases the mortality in the said cities of the German Empire in every 
100,000 inhabitants was—

In the mortality from this group of diseases, therefore, no improve 
ment is recorded, but, on the contrary, more persons died from this 
cause during the last five years than in any similar period since 1877. 
Considering the fact that especially many infants die of some of these 
diseases, it might be possible that this high rate of mortality was on 
account of a much larger birth rate during the years from 1897 to 1901. 

But just the contr: ary is the case; the number of live births per 
100,000 inhabitants has decreased. 

The reason for this greater mortality and smaller birth rate is to be 
found in the increased employ ment of women. The more women enter 
into remunerative employment the more are infants deprived of their 
best nutriment, mother’s milk. 

For this reason more attention must be paid to the purity and qual- 
ity of animal milk.

Report from Vokohama—S. NS. Tuéren Maru quarantined at Kobe. 


Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, October 1, as follows: 

Week ended September 26, 1903, 6 steamers, having an aggregate 
personnel of 689 crew and 1,008 passengers, were inspected; 299 steer- 
age passengers and 1 crew were bathed, and 445 pieces of baggage 
were disinfected. With reference to 68 aliens, eoulite steerage pas- 
sengers to the United States, the interested steamship companies were 
notified that they were suffering from trachoma. 
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During the week ended September 19, 1903, since which date no offi- 
cial returns have been received, infectious diseases were reported in 
Yokohama as follows: Enteric fever, 7 cases, 1 death; scarlet fever, 1 
case, no deaths; diphtheria, 1 case, no deaths; plague, 2 cases, no deaths; 
dysentery, 10 cases, 1 death. No new cases of plague have since been 
reported to me. 

An Official statement of infectious diseases in Yokohama from the 
beginning of the year to September 19 has been received as follows: 
Cholera, no cases, no deaths; yellow fever, no cases, no deaths; small- 
pox, 2 cases, no deaths; typhus fever, no cases, no deaths; enteric 
fever, 113 cases, 29 deaths; scarlet fever, 2 cases, no deaths; diphtheria, 
94 cases, 27 deaths; plague, 24 cases, 19 deaths; plague (doubtful), 3 
cases, no deaths; dysentery, 135 cases, 17deaths; dysentery (doubtful), 
12 cases, 2 deaths. 

The steamship Zuéren Maru was quarantined at Kobe on the 27th of 
September owing to the fact that a passenger, an American woman, 
had developed symptoms of cholera after landing at Shemonoseki. 
The Zatren Maru hails from Chefoo via Dalny and Korean ports.

There were 18 deaths registered from all causes, of which 3 were 
from yellow fever, 2 from pernicious fever, 2 from tuberculosis, and 
11 from noncontagious causes. 

There has been some improvement both in number of cases and 
deaths. This is probably due toa norther, which reduced the tempera- 
ture sufficiently to kill many of the mosquitoes; also many of the cess 
pools have dried up, thereby destroying the larve. 

I tind the stegomy iv decreasing in number and the anopheles increas 
ing. 
The type of yellow fever now existing seems to be of a mild form. 
This will be noticed by death rate as in comparison with July and 
August. 

The surrounding country still remains badly infected. 


Report from Vera Cpuz— Vellow fever, malarial fever, and tuly reulosis. 


Assistant Surgeon Goldberger reports as follows: During the week 
ended October 17, 1903, there were officially recorded, in all, 66 deaths, 
of which 18 were due to yellow fever, 4 to malarial fevers, and 13 to 
tuberculosis. 

There were officially reported during the week 52 new cases of yel- 
low fever, but inasmuch as these diagnoses are made almost invariably 
without a blood examination, without which an accurate diagnosis can 
not be made, certainly not in this region, where the estivo-autumnal 
fever is prevalent and forms of which simulate yellow fever very 
closely, ft figures should be considerably reduced. 

There has been a considerable increase in the reported mortality 
from tuberculosis thus far this month, probably due in considerable 
measure to several *‘ northers,” which reduced the average temperature 
6- to8° C. This drop in the temperature may also explain, in con- 
nection with the sanitary measures now enforced, the idle in the 
number of cases of yellow fever and the increase in malaria.

TURKEY. 


Cholera in the vilayet of Harput. 

Consul Norton reports, October 6, as follows: 

The cholera has reached this vilayet. Four cases are reported 
from the little town of Gerger, about 80 miles southwest of Mamouret- 
ul-Aziz. Yesterday there were 2 fatal cases of cholera at Arghani- 
Maaden on the main road from here to Diarbekir, 45 miles from 
Mamouret-ul-Aziz. Quarantine was at once established against 
Arghani-Maaden by the authorities of our vilayet. All travelers 
from that quarter are subjected toa detention of ten days at Kizin 
Khan, 30 miles from here. During the epidemics of recent times 
the disease never reached Harput and Mamouret-ul-Aziz, although a 
few cases occurred in nearby villages. Gerger is surrounded by a 
cordon. 
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VENEZUELA.
